Monday’s storm that left more than 
an inch of rain in most valley commu­ 
nities has moved on, making way for 
sunny and clear weather Wednesday. 
The weatherman gave only a slight 
possibility ot additional showers in val­ 
ley areas this afternoon from the tai- 
lend of the weather system. 
The first major storm of the season 
brought a combination of cold tem­ 
peratures in the low 40s, heavy rain 
and winds to the valley.

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LONG BEACH, Calif. (UP!) - For­ 
mer President Richard M. Nixon un­ 
derwent successful surgery today to 
block the spread of blood clots which 
had threatened his life. 
Nixon’s doctors said the surgery was 
“uneventful” and the 61-year-old for­ 
mer President’s condition was “staole” 
following the operation which lasted a 
little more than one hour. 
Nixon’s personal physician, Dr. John 
C. Lungren, ordered the surgery late 
Monday night when new tests disclosed 
a large clot in Nixon’s left hip, above 
those previously discovered in the left 
leg. The new clot was closer to a vein 
which leads directly to the heart. 
Lungren, who characterized the oper­ 
ation as a “success,” said the five-man 


surgical team inserted a permanent 
plastic clip across the iliac vein in the 
left groin area. 
The operation took about one hour 
and was “an uneventful procedure,” 
according to the head of the team. Dr. 
Eldon B. Hickman. 
“Mr. Nixon is doing well. He is in 
stable condition in his room now, un­ 
dergoing normal post operative care 
and is somewhat sleepy.” 
“We placed what is known as a mild 
clip to partially occlude but not com­ 
pletely occlude the vessel. 
“We could readily palpate (feel) the 
clot. We anticipate the usual post oper­ 
ative recovery problems.” 
Hickman said they would include 
special diets, intravenous administra­ 


tion of medicine and anticoagulants. 
Hickman said doctors “do not antici­ 
pate any more surgery.” 
In addition to Hickman and Lungren, 
two assistant surgeons and one anaes- 
thesiologist took part in the operation. 
Lungren said Nixon would have to 
wear a plastic support on the lower 
portion of his left leg and would re­ 
main in the hospital for about one 
week and then be under postoperative 
care at his San Clemente home for 
another four to six weeks. 
The operation was performed on the 
first floor of the hospital and then Ni­ 
xon was returned to his room in the 
new intensive care unit on the seventh 
floor. 
Lungren made a sudden decision 


Monday night to operate after tests 
showed “a fresh and active clot” in 
the left leg. 
Hickman said the clots in the thigh 
will either dissolve eventually or Nixon 
will 
develop 
alternative 
circulation 
routes. 
In any event, he indicated, the clip 
should “permanently” solve the threat 
of clots breaking loose and reaching 
the heart and lungs. 
A hospital spokesman said additional 
tests will be performed on Nixon’s leg 
later this week. The tests, similar to 
the ones which discovered the new 
clot, involve removing blood, mixing it 
with radioactive substances and then 
replacing it in Nixon’s veins and moni­ 
toring it with a Geiger counter to de- 


tect any new clotting. 
Before the operation, Lungren said 
there was “somewhat more risk than 
normal” because Nixon’s blood had 
been thinned for more than one month 
to prevent clotting. 
But, following the surgery, Lungren 
said there was no problem with the 
bleeding. 
The “urgent surgery” was needed, 
Lungren told newsmen at a news con­ 
ference early today, because if the 
blood clot broke loose and floated into 
Nixon’s heart it would block circulation 
and kill him. 
A small clot found its way to Nixon’s 
right lung in August, but blocked off 
only a dimesized area of lung tissue 
and responded to drug treatment. 
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Economic index suffers 
worst plunge in 23 years 


Hail and patchy snow was reported, 
along with the heavy rainfall at Mt. 
Baldy. 
Earl Adams, manager of the Snow

Shigihara said winds from 10 to 20 
miles an hour were reported in both 
Los Angeles and Riverside counties, 
but no major damage was reported lo­ 
cally. 
The snow level in mountain areas is 
at 5,500 feet. 
The San Bernardino County Flood 
Control District in West End reported 
that due to heavy flooding Monday 
Kimball Avenue between Euclid Ave­ 
nue and Central Avenue in Chino will 
be closed for approximately three days 
for repairs. 
Although no rain is forecast for Wed­ 
nesday, temperatures will remain on 
the cool side with a high near 60 de­ 
grees Wednesday and a low of 41 de­ 
grees tonight. 
The official storm and season rain­ 
fall total in Pomona is 1.10 inches. A 
storm on Oct. 7 left a few sprinkles in 
some valley communities, 
but 
for 
many Monday’s rainfall is the first 
measurable rain of the season. The 
season begins in June and ends in July 
of the following year. 
Last October was a dry one for val­ 
ley towns. The first storm of 1973-74 
left .32 of an inch of rainfall on Nov. 
18. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Com­ 
merce Department said today the index 
of leading economic indicators suffered 
its worst plunge in 23 years last month. 
“The index seems to be delivering a 
message, a signal that bad times are 
ahead,” a department economist said. 
The index, which measures the prog­ 
ress of eight sectors of the American 
economy ranging from unemployment 
to stock market prices, dropped 2.5 per 
cent from August to September. It was 
the sharpest monthly plunge since 2.9 
per cent in June, 1951. 
The September index showed that 
unemployment 
increased, 
manufac­ 
turers’ orders for appliances and other 
durable goods declined, stock prices 
and building permits fell and 
the 
prices for industrial materials were lo­ 
wer. 
In addition, manufactuers placed or­ 
ders for new equipment which could 
not be delivered and the ratio of prices 


to labor costs increased. 
For the past 18 months, the indica­ 
tors have not been reliable because of 
inflation distortion. But the depth of 
the September decline more than offset 
any distortion from inflation, a depart­ 
ment economist said. 
A s s i s t a n t Commerce Secretary 
James L. Pate said the index “pre­ 
sents a mixed picture of moderating 
inflationary forces and sluggish eco­ 
nomic activity.” 
He said the September decline was 
largely due to the falling stock market 
in September but the market recovered 
in October. 
But a department economist said the 
“general decline in indicators suggests 
that there is an overwhelming indica­ 
tion that further declines in economic 
activity are ahead.” 
The September decline of 2.5 per 
cent followed an August drop of 1.6 per 
cent.

Sawhill resigns post 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - John C. 
Sawhill, who was at odds with the 
White House over a proposed gasoline 
tax surcharge, has resigned as federal 
energy administrator, President Ford 
announced today. 
Ford told reporters at the White 
House that Sawhill would be succeeded 
by Andrew E. Gibson, a former assis­ 
tant secretary of commerce for mari­ 
time affairs. 


The President also announced sever­ 
al other changes within the admin­ 
istration’s energy-related areas. They 


included: 


—Atomic Energy Commission chief 
Dixy Lee Ray to be assistant secretary 
of state for oceans and international 
environmental matters. 
—Dr. Robert C. Seamans to be head 


of the Energy Research and Devel­ 
opment Administration, which replaces 
the abolished Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion in two months. The new agency 
would become the top federal agency 
in the field of energy development. 
Seamans is a former Air Force secret­ 
ary and also served as an associate 
administrator of the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administration.

Heavy blow at Kissinger efforts, say Israelis 
Arab guerrilla s political win blow to peace 
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Israeli newspapers said today the 
emergence of the Palestinian guerrillas 
as the dominant force in the Israeli* 
occupied West Bank of Jordan had 
struck a heavy blow at Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger’s Middle East 
peace efforts and virtually torpedoed 
the Geneva peace conference. 
The triumph of Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat came at an Arab sum­ 
mit conference in Rabat, 
Morocco, 
when 
Arab 
kings, 
presidents 
and 
sheikhs recognized the Palestinians’ 


claim to the West Bank in a major, 
diplomatic defeat for Jordan’s King 
Hussein who lost prestige in the 1967 


Mideast War. 
The 
Palestinians 
announced 
they 
would set up a government in exile 
—with a “wartime” cabinet —as the 
first step in trying to create an inde­ 
pendent slate on the West Bank, a 
move Israel rejected in advance. For­ 
mer Prime Minister Golda Meir has 
said creation of a Palestinian state on 
the West Bank would be “a knife at 
Israel’s heart.” 


Today, Hussein and Aratat set aside 
their bitter rivalry to join in the sur­ 
prise agreement in a rare show of un­ 
ity. Arab sources said King Faisal of 
Saudi Arabia —whose oil money has 
financed much of the Arabs’ anti-Israel 
actions — was instrumental in winning 
the agreement. 
Israeli 
government 
sources 
said 
there would be no immediate official 
comment on the Rabat decision to re­ 
cognize the Palestinian Liberation Or­ 
ganization as sole representative of the 
Palestinians, but that Deputy Prime 


Minister Yigal Allan might deliver the 
government’s view when he addressed 
parliament later in the day. 
In rejecting the PLO as a negotiating 
partner over the future of the West 
Bank, Israeli leaders have said the 
only place they would meet the guer­ 
rilla group is on the battlefield. 
The Rabat decision is “a heavy blow 
to Geneva,” said the Israeli newspaper 
Yedioth Ahronoth. “This decision puts 
an end to the possibility of renewing 
the Geneva conference in the fore­ 
seeable future.” 


The newspaper Ma’anv said edito­ 
rially that the conference action threa­ 
tened both the efforts of Kissinger and 
the eflorts of the Geneva conference. 
“This will not weaken the strong po­ 
sition of Israel to defend its existence 
and the lives of its citizens,” Ma’ariv 
said. “The (Rabat) conference cannot 
decide with whom we will negotiate 
and whom to recognize and to whom to 
give over the territories (on the West 
Bank).” 
The newspaper Yedioth Ahronoth cal­ 
led the Rabat decision, “a heavy blow 
to Geneva.” 


The Center for Science in the Public 
Interest, blaming the FEA for not 
properly alerting the public, released 
an Oct. 15 memo by the FEA’s coal 
committee which said “a coal strike 
would produce more severe conditions 
than the oil embargo of last winter ...

Kissinger, India work 
accord 
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NEW DELHI (UPI) - The United 
States and India agreed today to work 
together “ to prevent farther deteriora­ 


tion of the world economic structure” 


and to prevent nuclear energy from 
being diverted into new nuclear wea­ 
pons. 
A joint U.S.-Indian communique, re­ 
leased on the eve of Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger” s departure for 
B a n g l a d e s h , also announced that 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has ac­ 
cepted an invitation to pay an official 
visit to the United States and that 
President Ford will visit India in 1975.

Kissinger conferred throughout the 
day with India’s ministers of defense, 
agriculture and finance and abruptly 
cancelled a sightseeing visit and a 
meeting with Foreign Minister Y. B.

Kissinger’s concern that India’s May 
19 nuclear explosion might eventually 
lead to the development, of nuclear 
weapons in India.

proliferation,” the communique sate,. 
The communique repeated the st an- 
dard Indian position that India s policy 
was against developing nuclear we.a- 
pon* and was 1er using nuclear tech­ 
nology for peaceful purposes only.

“ There was mutual recognition of 
the need of putting nuclear technology 
to constructive use, particularly for de­ 
veloping countries, and of insuring that 
nuclear energy does not contribute to 
any proliferation of nuclear weapons. ’ 
Both the United States and India 
acknowledged that there was consid­ 
erable scope for farther improvement 
in U.S.Indian relations. 
But they expressed their mutual sat­ 
isfaction that past misunderstandings 
and frictions in relations have been re- 
moved.

High court will 


heer appeal on 


death sentence 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Su­ 
preme Court today agreed to hear the 
appeal of a man on North Carolina's 
death row who wants capital punish­ 
ment banned forever as “cruel and 
unusual” under the Constitution. 
The justices will hear oral argu­ 
ments and hand down a written opinion 
in the case, which gives the Court an 
opportunity to expand its 197» lan­ 
dm ark ruling that narrowed the use of 
the death penalty but did not ban it 
entirely. 
The Court could avoid the capital pu­ 
nishment issue if it chooses by ruling 
on a much narrower question of whe­ 
ther the North Carolina Supereme Court 
had the fiower to rewrite portions of 
the. state's old death penalty law which 
the legislature finally replaced last 


April. 
The Court has appeals from u total 
of seven men on death row in Noith 
Carolina and two from Georgia. Pre­ 
sumably the other eight cases will 
await a written opinion by «he full 
Court on the appeal by Jesse T. Fow­ 
ler, who was convicted ol murder.

Fund of

N \ACP brought all nine cases to the 
I S. Supreme Court and asked that ca­ 
pital punishment be declared uncons­ 
titutional once and for all. 
Lawyers said the death penalty is 
applied mostly to blacks and the poor 
and not to all people who commit the 
same kinds of crim e, thus violating the 
1972 high court ruling. 
The LDF, which keeps nationwide 
(cures, 
aid that as of today, 149 per­ 
sons were on death row in 17 states. 
Eighty of the convicts are black, three 
Indian, one Mexican-American and 
white. North Carolina led the states 
with 49 -entem ed to the gas chamber.

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City delays decision on 
revenue sharing outlays

The Pomona City Council Monday 
night took no action on the recom­ 
mendations of the 
Community 
Life 
Commission for the allocation of $100,- 
000 in general revenue sharing funds to 
local social service agencies. 
By a vote of 3-2, with Councilmen 
Benjamin Ochoa and Charles Bader 
dissenting, the council held the matter 
over for an additional week to further 
study the recommendations. 
The council’s action was met with 
obvious disappointment by many of the 
agencies’ 
representatives 
in 
attend­ 
ance. 
Mayor Ray Lepire and Councilman 
Georgia Grove stated that they simply 
had not had enough time to study the 
voluminous report from the commis­ 
sion and could not make a decision on 
the recommendations without further 
study. 
They were joined in the move to 
table the matter by Councilman Adrian 
Wright, who said he was concerned 
over some of the recommended alloca­ 
tions to specific organizations. 
The report from the commission lists 
26 agencies and groups recommended 
for funding, ranging from a high of $8,- 
000 down to $276. 


The Rev. Harold C. Price, chairman 
of the commission, addressed the coun­ 
cil 
and 
outlined 
the 
commission’s 
procedures in arriving at the recom­ 
mended allocations. 


Price was outspoken in his defense 
of the commission’s work, stating that 
the hundreds of man-hcurs spent by 
commissioners in the community had 
given it an expertise unmatched by 
any other city agency. 
He urged the council to act on the 
recommendations because the council 
and commission had set a target date 
of Nov. 1 for funding weeks ago and 
had so informed the agencies applying 
for funds. 
Some of the agencies have been vir­ 
tually inoperative for several months 
and are waiting for the first increment 
of funds to get back into service. 
During the courea of its discussion on 
the matter, the council members made 
ro direct suggertion of changes in the 
commission’s 
recommendations. 
Dur- 
irg the oral communications portion of 
the council meeting, however, renre- 
sentatives 
from 
the 
Pomona 
Bovs’ 
Club and the Mexican-Anerican Op­ 
portunities Foundation requested that 
the council consider funding their or­ 
ganizations in excess of that recom­ 
mended by the commission. 


The council was also addressed by 
Charles Muchmore of 2% E. La Verne 
Ave. concerning the operation of nude 
photography studios in the city. 


Muchmore, who appeared before the 
council a week ago to complain about 
the city’s crackdown on illegal gambl­ 
ing at Pomona fraternal organizations, 
told 
the 
council 
that 
he 
had 
just 
learned that a new nude photography 
studio on N. Garey Avenue was located 
in a building owned by a member of 
the council—Mrs. Grove. 
“ I don’t knew if it is illegal, but it 
should be,” said Muchmore. 
Mrs. Grove agreed that the studio 
v,as located in a building owned by her 
husband 
and 
herself. 
She 
said 
the 
building was leased to a photographer 
about one mcnth ago and it was only 
recently that she learned that nude 
photography was being conducted at 
the location. 
Mrs. Grove said that she was going 
to meet with Pomona 
Police Chief 
F.P. Wallick today to discuss the legal­ 
ity of the studio. She indicated that she 
was urn ure of what legal rights she 
had in the control of the building once 
the site was leased. 
" I ’m against this type business as 
much as anyone and want to see it 
closed down,” she said.

He said that the Mentone Dam will 
provide 200,000 acre feet of capacity 
and the addition to the Prado facility 
will provide the remainder of the sto­ 
rage capacity. 
The board instructed Heriick to be­ 
gin discussions with

tion, but advised him to file suit if he 
believed that step was necessary.

He had been 
alone in the Globe Swift when it hit the 
mountainside, they said.

gan to snow and its parts were left 
scattered over a quarter-mile area. 
It will be for the National Trans­ 
portation and Safety Board to attempt 
to learn why the plane crashed, a sher­ 
iff's

spokesman 
said. 
There was no obvious indication of the 
cause of the crash, he said, and there 
apparently had been no fire. 
The doctor had taken off earlier 
from El Monte Airport but his destina­ 
tion was not known. 
Rainy weather prevented much of a 
search 
Sunday 
and 
hindered 
the 
ground party Monday. Shortly after 
noon, however, a sheriff’s helicopter 
joined in the search and the observer 
spotted the wreckage shortly after 4 
p.m. 
Chayra’s body was taken to the coro­ 
ner’s office for an autopsy.

City is warned it may have to 
pay firms affected by rezomng 


A recent judicial decision may affect 
the way cities proceed with rezomng of 
high-density areas. 
Upland City Atty. Donald E. Maro- 
ney warned the City Council Monday 
night that the decision in the Second 
District Court of Appeals may force 
cities to compensate landowners for 
losses resulting from zoning alterations 
which change high-density properties 
to lower-density zones. 
The court decision was made in Sep­ 
tember. Manoney 
said, in connection 
with a zoning change made by the city 
of Cerritos. A commercial firm ad­ 
versely affected by the change sued 
the city and won its case in Superior 
Court. The appeal went to the Second 
District Court of Appeals, where it was 
upheld. 
Cerritos presently is appealing to the 
State Supreme Court. 
“There are a lot of problems created 
by this decision,” Maroney pointed out. 
The financial liability of a city for 
“ down-zoning” 
would be staggering. 
Maroney claimed. Cities which try to 
restrict their populations could be es­ 
pecially vulnerable, he said. 
Arguing on the other side, Council­ 
man Harold Bailin maintained that the 


court decision was essentially fair. City 
councils should he responsible for the 
financial hardships created by their 
“down-zonings” he said. 
In the past, Maroney pointed out, 
cities have been liable only for zoning 
actions held to be “arbitrary and capr­ 
icious.”

Watergate, economy blues felt in school tax drive

As an individual who has followed 
the mass rapid transit (MRT) devel­ 
opments very closely, I would like to 
suggest that the electorate of L.A. 
County reject most emphatically any 
attempt to secure passage of any MRT 
proposal that is not clearly defined and 
documented so as to avoid any possible 
chance 
of 
misunderstandings, 
mis­ 
representations and even deception. 
Far too much money is involved to 
take any chance on how, when or 
where it is to be spent. The politicians 
are acknowledging that changes must 
be made in the RTD directorate, but 
they would have us vote on Proposition 
"A” first. It would seem far more lo­ 
gical to make the charges first. 


The politicians would have us believe 
that this is our last chance in this cen­ 
tury to vote on a MRT system. This is 
utter nonsense. The preparation of a

definitive proposal need take no more 
than six months cnce we get the right 
people working on the job. To act in 
haste on a project as large as this 
could cost the taxpayers billions of dol­ 
lars in the long run. 
The public is being led to believe 
that all of the principal communities in 
the county are to he served by a 145 
mile rail system which has been esti­ 
mated to cost about $9 billion. They 
have not been told, however, that the 
RTD directors were advised by compe­ 
tent authority at the time they adopted 
this system that there was but $3 bil­ 
lion available for funding such a pro­ 
ject. Were the RTD to make public the 
system $3 billion would fund, roughly 
50 miles, it would reveal that many of 
the communities who believe they arc 
to be included in the first phase would 
not be so included, possibly not until 
after the turn of the century.

WASHINGTON — As a nation honors 
its veterans next month, those 
who 
have wound up in veterans hospitals 
are often forgotten and neglected. 
“A veteran is a person, not just a 
digit In a computer system,” President 
Ford recently proclaimed. “The VA 
m e d i c a l and nursing 
care 
sys­ 
tems . . . must become a showcase for 
the entire nation.” 
Yet even as he spoke, an explosive, 
confidential report lay unread on his 
desk. This 32-page 
hospital 
survey 
warns that the VA medical system is 
deteriorating and needs an emergency 
funding of $160 million to meet “urgent 
deficiencies.” 
Apparently, the White House feared 
the report would stir Congress into 
granting the needed funds at a time 
wht n the President is trying desperate­ 
ly to cut the budget. The White House, 
therefore, has refused to give copies of 
the report to the Senate and House vet­ 
erans committees. 
However, we have obtained a copy of 
the suppressed study, which was con­ 
ducted by the VA s own chief medical 
officer. We have also reviewed a sepa­ 
rate. 2,700-page survey by the House 
Veterans Committee. These tell of doc­ 
tors resigning, equipment failing and 
facilities deteriorating. 
“The most critical problem.” declar- 
es the VA report, is adequate pay to 
re ruit and retain a qualified staff “es­ 
sential to providing high quality health 
care.” 
Warns the report sternly; ” lf im­ 
proved remuneration is not forthcom­ 
ing in the next few months, we are 
convinced that the VA’s ability to re-

cruit well-qualified physicians will be 
seriously impaired.” During the first 
six months of this year, 465 qualified 
doctors turned down VA positions be­ 
cause they couldn’t live on the poor 
s a l a r y . Another 197 physicians re­ 
signed and 86 fulltime doctors switched 
to part-time work because they weren’t 
making enough money. Of the new re­ 
cruits, 222 doctors would take only 
part-time positions. 
Here are other findings from the sur­ 
vey: 
— More than a dozen veterans hospi­ 
tals need fire protection that isn’t pro­ 
vided in the current budget. Typical is 
the VA hospital in 
Batavia, N.Y., 
whose “present exterior metal fire es­ 
capes are accessible only through nar­ 
row windows which would make eva­ 
cuation of bedridden patients extreme­ 
ly difficult, hazardous and time-con­ 
suming.” 
— An alert staff at the Augusta, Ga., 
hospital prevented a disaster several 
months ago by rushing patients out of 
a psychiatric ward after one of them 
had ignited a laundry' cart. The hospi­ 
tal had pleaded in vain for proper fire 
escapes for the past four years. 
— At least 17 hospitals in the survey 
lacked the necessary' generating capac­ 
ity. The Tucson, Ariz., hospital de­ 
scribed 
its 
generating 
problem 
as 
“most pressing.” The hospital needs 10 
times the present capacity “to meet 
essential power needs in emergency si­ 
tuations.” The Erie, Pa., hospital re­ 
ported a “grossly inadequate capability 
to maintain critical operational level” 
in the event of a local electrical fail­ 
ure. 


— Several hospitals reported severe 
overcrowding. 
Chicago’s 
West 
Side 
Hospital, for example, complained that 
space is “critically short” causing 
“congestion, 
crowding 
and 
traffic 
jams.” 


— Outpatient facilities at the New 
Orleans hospital, according to one sur­ 
vey, are “totally inadequate. Veterans 
must stand in long lines waiting their 
turn to see physicians who must share 
an office with other physicians. 
— 
At 
Knoxville, 
Iowa, 
confined 
patients must make their wrav through 
“ice, snow and frigid wind in the win­ 
ter” in order to reach the health care 
buildings. The hospital wants tunds to 
enclose the walkways. In the summers, 
the same patients must swelter-in “the 
dormitory and day rooms of the hospi­ 
tal (which) becomes very humid and 
fetid as the temperature ri es in the 95 
to 100 degree range.” The hospital also 
wants air conditioning. 
— Half-a-dozen h o s p i t a l s com­ 
plained that lack of elevators is a “ha­ 
zard” to patients. The VA hospital in 
Lyons, N.J., for example, is a three- 
story facility with 110 beds. “ Its use is 
presently 
restricted 
to 
ambulatory 
patients due to the fact that it was 
built without an elevator.” 
— Several hospitals are begging for 
funds to start alcoholism clinics, which 
the surveys show are necessary. In Co­ 
lumbus, Mo., for example, the hospital 
found that “43 per cent of all admis­ 
sions to Psychiatry Service were dis­ 
charged with a diagnosis of alcohol­ 
ism.

DEAR DR. LAMB — I have had a 
nervous stomach since World War II 
which resulted in a duodenal ulcer. 
The ulcer perforated and I had a sub­ 
total gastrectomy in 1964. 1 still have a 
dumpmg syndrome. 
Two years ago I had a pulmonary 
attack and was hospitalized for 30 
days. The diagnosis was emphysema 
and chronic bronchitis. 
This December I developed a swollen 
stomach and hemorrhoids. The swell­ 
ing was diagnosed as “aerophagia.” It 
continues, at times more pronounced 
than usual. I think my lack of breath­ 
ing, due to emphysema and chronic 
bronchitis, is made* worse by the aero­ 
phagia, and 1 feel c.ose to suffocation, 
which is terrifying. 1 believe my ner­ 
vous condition is increased to the point 
of extreme hysteria and I am fearful, 
not only for myself but also for anyone 
1 am in contact with. Will you please 
advise me as to my suspicions and 
what course to lollow? 
DI AR READER - Starting from 
the beginning for our other readers, 
the dump ng syndrome is a complica­ 
tion of surgically removing much of 
the stomach. Since the normal storage

actiou of the stomach is impossible, 
large amounts of 
completely 
undi­ 
gested foods are dumped immediate ;y 
into the small intestine. Foods are nor­ 
mally predigested in the stomach into 
a liquid or at least semi-solid state. 
The stomach, by controlling how much 
food passes into the intestine lor ab­ 
sorption, even affects such functions as 
blood sugar level. It s important in 
your case because it may make the 
accumula'ion of gas in the abdomen 
more likely and more severe. 
Aeropha la means swallowing air. 
Most of us do it to some extent. When 
you are nervous it happens more often, 
and can become a habit. 
I’m not as impressed with this as I 
was in my younger days in medicine. 
Then we didn’t know about the gaspro- 
ducing effects of lactose in milk. 1 sus­ 
pect that many people, but certainly 
not all, diagnosed as “ aerophagia,” re­ 
ally have gas problems the doctor has 
not solved. 
You are right about the breathing 
problem. When the lungs are already 
compromised, anything that distends 
the abdomen will make matters worse. 
Why? Because you enlarge the chest 
cage to draw air in by moving the 


diaphr um downward. If your abdo­ 
men is distended with fluid, gas or fat, 
your diaphragm cannot move down 
much and lou can’t br -athe as much as 
you should. In extrem e conditions this 
results in a feeling of suffocation. And. 
it is a terrifying feeling. For the best 
lung function a person should avoid ab­ 
dominal obesity and maintain good 
posture so rhe chest cage is able to 
move normally. 
In emphysema the 
chest cage or ribs sometimes can t 
move much. 
Now what shou'd you do? You should 
fio every thing possible to avoid accu­ 
mulation of gas. You might try elimi­ 
nating all milk and milk products, just 
in case you have the lactose problem. 
You should eliminate coffee, tea, colas 
to eliminate caffeine. Avoid all soda 
drinks and any foods you know to be 
gas formers. 
In many people 
that 
means limiting starchy vegetables, too. 
I presume you are not smoking. If 
\ou are you must quit at once. Inciden­ 
tally, stopping the caffeine drinks may 
help your nervousness. 
Make a conscious effort not to swal­ 
low air and try to eliminate causes for 
nervousness if you can. The rest will 
need help from your doctor.

Frazier, who won the bitter battle 
over Ali in March of 1971 to become 
undisputed champion of the world, then 
lost the title, taking George Foreman 
too casually perhaps, in January of 
last year.

Joe then lost a narrow decision to Ali 
in January of this year, but came off 
that to destroy Jerry Quarry. Now ran­ 
ked second in the world, he feels Wed­ 
nesday’s winner should give him his 
chance. 


Speaking of Quarry, here’s a tidbit. 
Among the strollers on Sunday here at 
the training site were family groups. A 
writer 
admiring an infant held by 
proud Zairian parents, asked the father 
who was his choice in Wednesday’s 
pre-dawn fight. 


"Je pense.” the young man said. 
Then, striving as mightily to rely on 
his English as the questioner was on 
his high school French, he said “ I 
theenk, peut etre, Gee-ree Quaree?” 
The Zairians really do not regard the 
frght as a fight. They see it as a great 
entertainment provided by their presi­ 
dent, Mobutu Sese Seko. They relate to 


Ali as an entertainer, and to Foreman 
as a nice, hard working black. 


Nevertheless Ali is the better known. 


A writer who has been here since 
Sept. 16 managed to get away for a 
three-day trip into the bush country. 
He flew from Kinshasa for two hours, 
transferred to jeep transport to a re­ 
mote village. The natives were waiting 
for him, because in garbled trans­ 
mission 
by 
short 
wave 
radio—or 
drums— they thought Muhammad Ali 
was coming to see them. 


The startled writer was greeted by a 
group chanting “Ali, boom ya a.’’—the 
rallying chant of Muhammad’s suppor­ 
ters in Kinshasa, 1,000 miles away 
from the primitive village the writer 
had come to see. 
Of approximately 100 international 
reporters, by Monday night 39 had the 
courage to vote in i poll. The con­ 
sensus was against the 11-5 oais for 
Foreman. It was 22 for Ali, 17 for 
Foreman. 
An Interested visitor was Gammoudi 
Mohamed of Tunisia. You don’t re­ 
member him? He was the Tunisian 
who won the 5,000-meters in the Olym­ 
pics. 
Pictures of Mobutu Sese Seko are ev­ 
erywhere. In Ali’s villa, there is a co­ 
lor photograph in a place of honor.

N’Sele, Mobuto smil ?s down. 
And when Ali and Foreman do climb 
into the ring to do their thing next 
Wednesday, that same smile, 30 bv 40 
feet of it, will be looking down from

The Chicago team was said to be one 
of the more stable teams in a league

Leos' VanderKallen wins award

LOS ANGELES - Roy VanderKal­ 
len, La Verne’s fine junior tailback, 
had two reasons for celebrating Mon­ 
day. 
It was VanderKallen’» birthday and 
he was named College Division Player 
of the Week by Southern California 
Football Writers at their weekly meet­ 
ing at Roger Young Auditorium. 
VanderKallen is the second La Verne 
player to be so honored this year. 
Middle guard Jeff Button won the 
award October 14 for his performance 
in a winning effort against Azusa Pa­ 
cific Oct. 12. 
The 5-10, 185-pound Chaffey College 
transfer carried the ball 18 times, 
gained 176 yards and scored two touch­ 
downs Saturday as La Verne defeated 
Pomona-Pitzer 36-22. 
"This is sure a special day for me,” 
VanderKallen told writers. "It’s my 
birthday, I’m 20 years old and I get 
this award. I’m just grateful Curtis 
Frick and the rest of our guys threw 
some blocks for me. 
"I originally enrolled at Long Beach 


State,” VanderKallen continued. "But 1 
was playing defensive end and would 
have been second string. So 1 came to 
La Verne. I’m in pre law and they 
have one of the best pre law programs 
in the area.” 
Anthony Davis of USC earned Uni­ 
versity Division honors and the Rams’ 
Charlie Stukes took the pro award. 
Dav is gained 143 yards in 26 carries 
and scored two touchdowns as USC 
beat Oregon State 31-10. Davis now has 
3.029 career yards rushing. 
Only two other players from either 
the Pac-8 or the old Pacific Coast Con­ 
ference have ever exceeded the 3,000 
mark.

Ford’s campaign trail 
Partisanship parlay 


Lame ducks will travel 'on the House'

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 
Ford, a Republican, is denouncing 
the Democrats in his 1974 campaign­ 
ing and it’s an unusual strategy. 
Ford’s attacks run contrary to re­ 
cent conventional political wisdom. 
As practiced by former President 
Richard Nixon and, during his “con­ 
sensus” phase, by the late Lyndon B. 
Johnson, the chief executive 
must 
avoid such nasty subjects as the dif­ 
ference between political parties in 
the United States. 
Tin* rationale for Republican presi­ 
dents is that the majority of the ¡>o- 
puiation, not to speak of the House 
and Senate, is not Republican, and in 
order to lead the first and work with 
the Congress, it is necessary to avoid 
partisanship. 
For Johnson, ihe idea was simply 
to try to get even vote cast in the 
1964 election. 
There is a growing body of opinion 
among

D e m o c r a tic 
National 
Committee 
Chairman Lawrence O’Brien, for ex­ 
empli’ —that this trend has weakened 
the two party system. 
Ford, a creation of the party sys- 


fo r

tern, 
m a d e clear his concern 
sharp political identity while he 
was \ ice president. 
He recommended then, and decreed 
as president, that the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee, not some jackleg 
creation called “Citizens For..." or 
“Committee to Re-Elect...” will run 
the 1976 GOP presidential campaign. 
Now, after playing with such^ eu­ 
phemisms as “an inflation proof" or 
"veto proof" Congress, Ford 
has 
gone straight 10 the partisan core and 
urged the election of Republicans in­ 
stead of Democrats on Nov. 5. 
The rhetoric may be needed simply 
to fire up the Republican voters, who 
stayed home in droves during the 
special congressional elections and 
primaries this spring and summer. 
But the President is taking a big 
risk. 
If he really succeeds in getting the 
voters to think about which party 
they prefer statistics indicate the Re­ 
publicans w ill finish third in a field of 
two.

Americans to identify themselves by 
party reported the following returns:

26-vear-old 
pianist 
with fluent technique is not 
really anything 
unusual 
in 
these times, but Schenly of­ 
fers a truly musical tempera­ 
ment along with his virtuosity 
in everything he plays. 
The highlight of the even­ 
ing’s performance was his 
rendition of the formidably 
difficult Pelrouchka Suite of 
Stravinsky. The three-move­ 
ment suite which the compo­ 
ser arranged from his famil­ 
iar ballet music challenges 
the performer with almost 
formidable difficulties which 
Schenley met with aplomb. 
He made the work more than 
a mere technical showpiece 
and offered the excitement 
which Stravinsky wrote into 
this dramatic work. 
The F 
Minor 
Sonata 
of 
Brahms is one of the compo­ 
ser’s earlier works and was 
written before he had mas­ 
tered the ability to express 
his ideas in a more condensed 
form. The five movements of 
the long sonata were pre­ 
sented in romantic stvle by 
the young pianist even though 
the eagerness of the audience 
to 
applaud 
between 
each 
movement tended to interrupt 
the continuity of the big wrork. 
The least successful work 
on the program was the open­ 
ing Prelude and Fugue of 
Bach. In this it seemed that 


Schenly has not learned the 
art cf playing in a simple and 
straightforward manner. The 
prelude seemed over-romanti­ 
cized and the fugue lacked 
the sense of form which this 
type of work requires. The 
Schubert and Chopin composi­ 
tions provided turiher demon­ 
stration of the vcung artist’s 
musical sincerity, and there 
was nothing on the program 
that was anything other than 
the most serious music mak­ 
ing.

and adolescents is decreasing 
about 500.000 per vear. This 
downward trend should con­ 
tinue for most of the balance 
of this century,” the report 
said.

445 children for one pediatri­ 
cian today, the researchers 
said, hut present trends will 
take the ratio to 1,869:1 bv 1985.
